NOTE: Applicant amendments to claims 42 and 59 requires further consideration and/or search, in claim 1 applicant 
amended the preample to delete "A Reflection photometric" and added "analysis of an analyte in a sample liquid", also amended claim 1 
to include the new issues of "a test strip with a target surface for application of the sample liquid", "comprises a source for radiating the 
sample and a detector for measuring radiation reflected by the sample", "adjusting the distance between the measuring head and the 
target surface to a predetermined value, thereby permitting accurate analysis of the analyte by the measuring head"; In claim 59 
applicant amendment to claim includes "applying the sample liquid to a target surface of a test strip", "comprising a light emitter directed 
toward the target surface in an incidence axis and a light receiver pointing toward the target surface in the direction of a receiving axis; 
and adjusting, by means of a control device, the distance between the measuring head and the target surface to a predetermined value, 
thereby permitting accurate analysis of the analyte by the measuring head". Applicant should file an RCE for further examination of the 
claims.
